Because of its reliability, a great number of 
computer bulletin board (BBS) system op- 
erators use D’ Bridge as a “front-end” to their 
BBS program, allowing it to answer the 
phone and process mail automatically while 
passing human callers to their BBS. 


In Europe, a major Scandinavian service 
organization for architects, ARC-Net, is us- 
ing D’Bridge for overnight high resolution 
plotter services. At the end of their working 
day, architects fire up D’Bridge and send 
their Computer Aided Designs to a central 
facilities system. The next day they receive 
their high quality plots via express mail.

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D’ BRIDGE EMail System is a highly inte- 
grated software package, enabling DOS- 
based personal computers to send messages 
and/or data to others, using normal dial-up 
phone lines and industry standard Hayes™ 
compatible modems. 


Messages are written first, using the built-in 
message editor, then compressed automat- 
ically by the program. This way they can be 
sent at a fraction of the cost of a voice phone 
call. Depending on the transmission speed of 
your modem, data can be sent considerably 
cheaper, more reliably and securely than 
with any fax machine. 


Unlike fax, messages sent by D’ Bridge may 
or may not be printed, as the recipient pre- 
fers. D’Bridge messages may then be an- 
swered or ignored, stored or erased, 
electronically sent on to one or more others, 
or printed. Also unlike fax, messages are 
private; they go directly to the person to 
whom they are sent. 


The entire D’ Bridge users manual is access- 
able as help screens on line. At any time, any 
part of the manual may be viewed or printed. 


D’ Bridge Cuts Phone Bills 


The D’Bridge program has cost accounting 
built into the program utilizing phone com- 
pany time charges. Different billing tables 
are available for the USA, Canada, most 
countries in Europe, Australia, North Africa 
and the middle East. 


Using this efficient cost accounting system, 
messages may be sent immediately or held 
for the most economical time of the day or 
night, at which time the computer will auto- 
matically dial the receiving system. If the 
call cannot be completed at that time, 
D’Bridge continues dialing at intervals until 
it connects, unless the call is aborted by the 
sender or until the attempts have reached the 
limits set by the system operator. 


Companies with several branches within a 
country or around the world can speed up 
communications as well as save an apprecia- 
ble amount on their monthly phone bills. 
D’Bridge tells the cost of the phone call 
before it sends out a single bit of information. 
Because messages are compressed, files are 
transmitted at about one-third the cost of fax. 


Corporations use D’Bridge Email System 
for transmissions to and from suppliers, dis- 
tributors and customers or anyone else in, or 
even outside, the Wide Area Network. 


The program will automatically archive in- 
coming and outgoing messages and echo 
mail for future recall. 


How D’Bridge EMail Is Used 


In the morning when you get to your desk, 
you check the messages which have arrived 
at your computer overnight. If a brief answer 
is all that is required, it may be appended to 
the original message--without even read- 
dressing it--and returned to the sender. A 
message may be also be sent on to a third 
party, or copies may go to a group of people. 
One or more data files may also be appended 
to a message. 


Throughout the day, a pleasant tone indi- 
cates the arrival of a new message. Incom- 
ming calls are logged in, and most callers are 
identified, so a glance at the screen tells you 
whether immediate action is required. 


Electronic mail may have any of several 
priorities; Crash or immediate mail is sent 
right away; normal priority delays trans- 
mission for off-peak rates; hold priority 
holds mail until the addressee polls your 
system in order to pick it up themselves. 


The system can also be laid out in a way that 
it automatically reacts on certain incoming 
files, e.g. by answering so-called ’function 
requests’, by sending data or to other nodes 
in or outside the network, or by initiating 
routines to process incoming data using ex- 
ternal programs. 


D’Bridge has been written in English, but the 
text files are separate from the program it- 
self, to make translations of the words on the 
screens simple and practical.
